| Is the profit satisfactory on oil burner sales and | 
installations? 

N reply to the question, “Is the profit satisfactory on 

oil burner sales and installations?’ 31 cities replied 


| 


Yes,’’ 13 replied “No,” and 22 did not reply at all. 
Nine made an indefinite reply. Of those cities that gave 


the list of members present, 26 replied ‘‘Yes,’’ represent- 
ing 64 members, and ten cities replied ‘‘No,’”’ represent- 
ing 19 members, so it would seem that the answer to 
this question is represented by a vote of individuals, 
64 for and 19 against. This does not take into con- 
ideration the associations that did not give the number 
of members present. 

Also, they were asked what profit a dealer is entitled 
to There was a great variation in the replies. One 
city said 10 per cent, three said 20 per cent, eleven 
thought that 25 per cent was about right, three decided 
that 30 per cent was the proper amount, seven agreed 
on 33 1/3 per cent, seven other cities said 40 per cent, 
one decided on 45 per cent, nine said 50 per cent, one 
wanted 60 per cent, one 66 2/3 per cent, while five 
wanted 100 per cent, and twenty-six made no reply at 
all to this question. However, by adding all the pe! 
centages together and dividing the total number by thi 
number of cities replying we find that the average i 
$2 1/3 per cent. 
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| What amount of service is required on oil burners? 


NE of the vital questions in the oil burner busine 
() is how much service they require It is-on thi 
rock that many a well-laid plan for developing an oil 
burner business founders and goes under. 

Replying to the question, ‘“‘How much service is re 
quired?”’ two cities reply “Until satisfactory,” “Until per- 
fect,” etc. Three reply “One year,’ 2 say ‘‘One season,’’ 
1 says ‘‘Weekly inspection,” another reply is “100 hours,” 
and 18 cities agree that oil burners require ‘‘A lot of 
“Considerable,” “Too much,” ete 

A significant feature of this, however, is the fact that 
14 cities state that little service is required, or none at 


” 


service, 


all, and these 10 cities are represented by 39 of the 
138 to 143 plumbing and heating men who handle oil 
burners in those cities. 

In 2 instances the report is that service is given by 
manufacturers or manufacturers’ agents. In 1 instance 
the service is estimated to amount to $20 per installa- 
tion; another city says service costs 10 per cent on 
pressure and 5 per cent on gravity burners. One city 
estimates this cost at 8 per cent of selling price, an- 
other at 1 per cent, and 31 made no reply to this ques 
tion. 


| How long do you give free service? 
| 

XHE LENGTH of service by those who do render 
‘| service is also an interesting point, and we find 
that 22 of the cities replied, stating that the term of 
service runs in their experience for one year Five state 
1 season; 2 say 3 months; 1 says 30 days; 2 state “Until 
accepted,” and 43 do not reply.

What type of oil burner is preferred? |

S to the type of oil burner preferred, 39 cities made 
A no reply. Twenty-three were in favor of the pressure 
burner, 7 in favor of the gravity burner, and in 6 of the 
cities, evidently both kinds are sold. 

It is often a question as to what extent master plumb 
ers and heating contractors who handle oil burners, get 
into the industrial field. The 21 answers to this ques- 
tion reveal the fact that 12 cities state that the domestic 
installations are the kind that interest those in their 
cities who handle oil burners. In 9 cities they handle 
both types, and in 1 city the 1 plumbing and heating 
man who is reported as handling oil burners in that city, 
is evidently interested solely in industrial burners. 


| What percentage of installations are on new jobs? | 
On old jobs? 


T is strange, however, that there is so little unanimity 
| of experience in the character of the installations. 
In some cases 1 per cent of the installations are put in 
on new jobs, while in other cases 99 per cent are placed 
in new heating equipment. 

The same is true of installations on old jobs, with 
the exception that the variation here runs from 1 per 
cent to 100 per cent. However, by adding all the per- 
centages for new installations, and by totaling all the 
percentages for old jobs we find that the installations 
On new jobs aggregate 27 per cent, and on old jobs 
per cent of the total number.

Another said The necessity for o much service is 
no reflection on the oil burner which gives general sati 
faction, and has been improved to the point of what 
we may term ‘fool-proof,’ but when we consider its many 
abuses and the persons in whose care it is left, the 
landlord, janitor or charwoman, this with the unsteady 
use which may result in congealed or clogged lines, we 
are thankful for the pecial service department of the 
manufacturel 

“T believe oil burner hould be installed by expe 
rienced heating men,’’ Was another comment There 
are several concerns in this town installing various burn 
ers that know nothing about heating and they hurt the 
business.”’ 

“Inasmuch as our city is being supplied with three 
or four 16-in. gas lines, and as the local gas company 
is quoting a very low industrial rate, approximately 35 
cents per thousand cu. ft., there are very few oil burner 
installations here,’’ wrote one man from a natural ga 
region. 

“Waiting for an efficient machine,’ said another. Other 
comments and recommendations are as follow 

“The oil burner game is young and will improve after 
more are installed.” 

“This oil burner busine hould be handled through 
the heating contractor or legitimate dealer.’’ 

“No one here has taken kindly to the installation of 
oil burners for the reason that they consider them a 
liability rather than an asset to their busine and re 
quire too much personal attention and maintenance. Also 
we found that the oil supply was uncertain and possibly 
this would cause a great deal of annoyance.” 

“We recommend that a list of approved oil burne1 
be sent out to the trade.”’ 

‘The customer would be better served if the man who 
is responsible for the heating should also make the oil
